Plan to Restock Marsh Creek and 


Other Streams in this County.; 


Local Anglers Have but Little 


Success. The Reasons. 


Fisherm en who have whipped 
Ad- j 
anis County stream s for trout during 
the past ten days say th at there is a 
deplorable shortage of the game fish 
which for years gave 
the sportsm en, 
so m any happy hours. But few r a tc h - ! 
es have been made and these are near­ 
ly all small, six and seven inch trout 
being the usual size caught. 
Various | 
reasons are given. A well known local 
angler said this morning, 
“ In the first place o u r stream s have 
not been restocked for the past 
five! 
or six 
years. 
I he 
fish 
now 
being! 
caught are two or three years old, but 
they are the natural 
stock, 
and 
no' 
outside replenishment has been made 
for a long time. 
Every fall after the 
tro u t season is closed there are 
men ^ 
who gig and seine for 
suckers 
and 
eels. W ithout question many of these 
also take trout and, as a 
result, 
th e ' 
st rearms have become sadly depleted.’’ ,

Justice Hendrick set the date of 
the sanity trial for May 17. 
This trial will be with a view of 
aiding the court in deciding later a* to 
whether the prisoner should be set at. 
large or should be taken from the 
Tombs back to the State Asylum for 
the Criminal Insane at 
M atteawan, 
from which he once escaped. 
T h a w s lawyers dec laired, however, 
that the <i**d+don of the court assured 
Thaw his freedom, and they express­ 
ed no doulft of the jury’s decision. 
Thaw wa 
in court when Justice 
Hendrick announced his opinion. His 
face at once lighted up with pleasure, 
life atorneys, friends and others in 
the court room rushed to congratulate 
him. and bg was kept bra-y for nearly 
half an hopr shaking hands before be 
was ta k e n .back to the Tombs. 
"It wilt t)< good news to my m oth­ 
er,” he told the new spaper 
m en; 
“th a t’s all I care to say for pubtfca 
lion.” 
The moot question 
which Justice 
Hendrick had to decide was whether 
the court ha I power to grant a jury 
trial. He held, after a study of the au­ 
thorities, that he did have such power 
and baa decided to exercise it. 
He 
pointed out In the decision that the 
jury was * ailed in “to aid the court 
by their advice,” and that the Anding 
of the J o n would not be binding if 
the court was -atisAed that It watt not 
In accordance with the evidence and 
rn Uh justice. The * ourt, he said, could 
disregard the jury’s verdict and ren­ 
der his own decision.
